WasHinaton, January 7.—[Special.]— 
David B. Hill was sworn in as senator 
from New York today. 

From the day cangress convened every- 
body has been anxiously awaiting his ar- 
rival. It_ was announced this morning 
that he would take the oath today. Peo- 
ple flocked to the senate until the galleries 
were crowded. Nearly every senator was 
in his seat and many members of the 
house were on hand. But it was a very 
gimple ceremony. 

Just as the journal was read, Mr. Hill 
came in from the cloakroom, and was pre- 
sented by Senator Hiscock, his colleague. 
No objection was made. Vice President 
Morton simply administered the oath, and 
Senator Hill walked -to his desk, which 
was ladened with flowers. There he was 


surrounded by all the senators, eager 
to grasp his hand and welcome him 
among them. Indeed, they gave him 


such an ovation as the. senate has never 
geen, and Senator “Billy” Chandler, the 
man who has been doing all the talking 
about not allowing him to take his seat, 
was one of the first to rush up and grasp 


his hand. 
After an hour of handshaking and welcom- 


ing, Senator Hill and Senator Gorman left 
thejchamber§together for a conference.

- Georgians here were not only disappointed, 
but are now indignant, at the failure of the 
president toappoint Mr. Clements on the 
interstate commerce commission, after he had 
given practical assurance ten days ago that 
Clements’s name should be sent to the senate. 

Senator Carlisle and other Kentuckians 
made a persisient charge upon the 
white house. They brought influence 
to bear from everywhere, even it 
is said, from Georgia, and persisted 
with Mr. Harrison until he finally yielded the 
very evening before the appointment was an- 
nounced. And all this was done without the 
knowledge of any of the Georgia congressmen, 
who had considered the matter settled, for the 
president had inquired of some of them if Mr. 
Clements was “broad enough” for the place, 
and had received a decided affirmative reply. 
No one doubts Judge Lindsay’s qualifications, 
for he is oneof the ablest lawyersin the 
country, but the place belonged further south, 
as Mr. Harrison himself stated to Mr. Caruth, 
of Kentucky. 

Judge Lindsay is avery prominent figure 
in “Kentucky politics, and the _ story 
goes that several Kentuckians wanted 
to shelve him, which might  ac- 
count for such eagerness on their part to 
have him receive the appointment which had 
already been slated to Mr. Clements. There 
is some talk here today of Judge Lindsay de- 
clining, but the rumor cannot be traced to any 
reliable source. 

Mr. Glenn May Be Urged Again. 

Presenting, as Georgia did, two such able 
eandidates as ex-Congressman Clements and 
ex-Mayor, Glenn, the Georgia congressmen 
were ata loss as to which to favor, for they 
really favored both. The open declaration of 
the president, however, that he would appoint 
Clements brought to his side the delegation, 
who justly endorsed his fitness. 

What will happen now is hard tosay. In 
the probability of Judge Lindsay declining, 
there are many in favor of pressing the claims 
of Colonel Tom Glenn, of Atlanta. They 
speak of his ability as a lawyer, his familiarity 
with affairs, and his power for hard work as 
being essential qualities in a commissioner. If

The Inaugural Ceremonies Yesterday—The 
Governor's Address. 


Boston, January 7.—William E. Russell 
was today inaugurated governor of Massachu- 
seits and his address read to the two branches 
of the legislature. Governor Russell devotes 
the larger portion of his message to an argu- 
ment against divided responsibility or no 
responsibility on the system of the executive 
management established by this common- 
wealth. He earnestly recommends favorable 
consideration of such legislation as will give 
the power to remove administrative officers for 
cause stated to the governor, leaving the coun- 
cil the power of confirmation of his appoint- 
ments. Hethen reviews the several -execu- 
tive boards and offices, making suggestions 
and recommendations as to each one.

GEORGE AND WALTHALL 


Will Be Re-Elected to the Federal Senate 
from Mississippi. 

JACKSON, Miss., January 7.—[Special.]—The 
caucus of the democratic members of the legis- 
lature, to nominate successors to Messrs. 
George and Walthall, organized by the elec- 
tion of J. S. Madison without contest. He isa 
Barksdale man, personally, but loyally sup- 
ports George under instructions. Aftera few 
preliminaries, it was unanimously agreed that 
most of the members were under instructions 
that the caucus adjourn, and that the members 
carry out their instructions, as they were in 
honor bound to do this. The resolution was 
offered by Street, on the George side, and ac- 
cepted by Dr. Keirn forthe Barksdale side, 
and, on a roll call, it received the votes of all 
the senators but one, and of every member of 
the house. George and Walthall will receive 
the votes of two-thirds of the members. 

Miss Rosa Lee Tucker, the present librarian, 
was unanimously re-elected this timein her 
own name, and will be the first woman in Mis- 
sissippi ever elected to oftice. Thenew consti- 
tution allows a woman to be librarian. Here- 
tofore, some gentleman friend has been elected 
for them. 


THE SOUTH GAROLINA CONVENTION. 


It Will Meet in May—Voters to Be Put on 
Oath. 

Cotumsia, 8. C., January 7.—[Special.]— 
The state democratic executive committee, 
after a heated debate, adopted a resolution re- 
quiring that all democratic voters at the pri- 
maries should take an oath to support the 
nominees. This was aimed at the democrats 
who refused to vote for Tilliaan two years ago, 
and ran Judge Haskell for governor. It will 
not have any conciliatory effect on the people, 
but will widen the breach. There are thou- 
sands of Carolina’s best men who will never 
vote for Ben Tillman under any circum- 
stances. As Tillman will run again for gov- 
ernor, the taking of such an oath would make 
them liable to vote for him. They will then 
be debarred from voting in the primaries, and 
heated troubles will follow. The first state 
convention was called for May. 


THE FAMINE IN RUSSIA. 


The People Ready for Massacre or Revo- 
lution. \ 

Moscow, January 7.—In an interview on 
the famine with an eminent Russian official, 
one of the most remarkable men in the em- 
pire, he said, after pledging the correspondent 
to secrecy regarding his name: 

‘*The present famine is nota bolt from the 
sky, asingle phenomenon that has come sud- 
denly and will as suddenly depart. It is the 
natural consequence of thirty years’ bad man- 
agement, and will become chronic. 

“These sixteen or seventeen provinces, 
which are now suffering from want, are not 
the only ones which will be in need of help 
next spring. Fifty, not sixteen, provinces will 
be in a state of starvation then. 

‘'The state uf the peasantry is extremely un- 
satisfactory. Thev are at once apothetic and 
despera e. They are prostrate in the fave of 
the terrible calamity that has befallen them. 
But their apathy cannot last; risings may be 
expected. The peasants believe it to be the 
czar’s duty to feed them. Ihave heard them 
talk as follows: 

‘**The czar must feed us, and, if he does not, 
we must choose another.’’”’ 


THEY TUMBLED TO IT. 


Hanckel & Riordan,®f New York, Go Down 
with Cotton. 

New York, January 7.—Hanckel & Rior- 
dan, cotton brokers, of 13 Cotton Exchange, 
failed today. 

The firm is composed of G. M. Hanckel, 
James Riordan and B. R. Riordan. James 
Riordan said today: ‘‘Our trouble has been 
the result of the long-continued and unprece- 
dented declinein the cotton market, which 
has caused great financia] embarrassinent in the 
south. Wehave suffered many losses lately 
through southern customers, and the financial 
drop today was more than we could stand, 
many of those for whom we have been carry- 
ing lines of long cotton being»unable to re- 
spond promptly to our calls for margins. We 
are unable at present to give figures as to our 
liabilities and assets.’’ 

Among the mew bers of the cotton exchange, 
the failure is not thought to be a bad one. The 
liabilities will reach about fifty thousand dol- 
lars. The firm hopes to make a settlement on 
the basis of tomorrow’s quotations. 


ANOTHER EXPRESS ROBBERY, 


A Safe at the Grand Central Depot Relieved 
of 810,000. 

Houston, Tex., January 7.— Late Tuesday 
night the branch office of the Wells-Fargo 
express at the Grand Central depot was robbed 
of four packages of money, amounting to 
ten thousand dollars or more. The exact sum 
is unobtainable on account of the reticence 
officials. The night clerk jhad received 
the money from messengers who had come in 
on a night train, and placed it in the safe with- 
out locking it. He stepped out for a moment 
through one door and through one on the op- 
posite side of the room the thief entered, 
getting the money and making his escape be- 
fore the clerk returned. He was seen by one 
of the drivers to cross a street with the money

LIVINGSTON’S MOVE: 


To Haye the Financial Situation Over- 
looked. 


HE ASKS FOR A SPECIAL COMMITTEE 


With Power to Unearth All the 
Facts Obtainable. 


THE INTERSTATE COMMISSIONERSHIP 


Is the Cause of a Wrangle—The President 
Allowed Himself to Be Over- 
persuaded, 


WASHINGTON, January 
Colonel Livingston introduced a very ime 
portant resolution in the house this morn- 
ing. 

It is one calculated to get at the bot 
tom of the financial depression of the 
country. 

Here is the resolution in full: 

Whereas, There is a widespread demand for 
financial reform, and this demand is being in- 
tensified daily by the depressed and poorly com- 
pensated producers and laborers of this country, 
therefore be it 

Resolved, That a special committee of seven be 
appointed by the speaker, to report as early as 
practicable: 

1, The amount of national bank notes outstand- 
ing, the amount based upon United States bonds 


and United States currency; also, the amount, 


of United States bonds held by national banks as 
basis for circulation, and the reason for their not 
being used for that purpose, together with the 
contraction of the volume of national bank our- 
rency, the rate ot interest charged by national 
banks and the profits of the system since its in- 
auguration. 

2. The amount of contraction in ever species of 
currency that has been used as a part of the cir- 
culating medium since the year 1865; the amount 
of currency now in the United States, its kind 
and where located, and how distributed by states. 

3. The amount of currency in kinds held by the 
United States treasury and by national banks as 
reserves, and also the probable amount held by 
other banks for the same purpose.| 

4. The volume of business transacted by the 
United States during the year 1890, with the 
amounts based respectively upon cash and credit. 

5. To what extent is foreign capital invested or 
used in the United States; also its effect upon the 
industries of the country, and the manner in 
which the interest and dividends of such invest- 
ments are paid, and to what extent do such in- 
vestinents controi the Ee and labor of the 
country and howand why. 

6. Also to report such suggestions and amend- 
ments to the present financial system, as in the 
judgment of the commission, may be toj the best 
interest of the people of this country. 

Colonel Livingston Speaks. 

In explanation of the resolution Colonel 
Livingston said tonight: 

“There is nothing partisan, nothing local, 
nothing anybody can object toin that resolu- 
tion. If I can geta fair committee, all the 
facts on financial matters will be brought out. 
If the distress of the people of the country is 
due to financial evils, congress wants to know 
it, and remedy it. If not, the people want to 
know it, and they can look for evils elsewhere. 
It will settle all this agitation. It will place 
the facts before us, and a correct opinion can 
be formed as to what todo. It will bring 
congress and the people nearer together than 
they have been for twenty-five years. 

‘We want to meet the unrest at home with 
facts, not with demagoguery and deception. 
We want to show up the facts of the national 
banking system, in order that we can amend 
the system, so that the states that were not 
prosperous just after the war can have cur- 
rency a8 well as the states that were able to 
buy bonds then, and establish nationai banks. 

g'If the facts authorize legislation for any 
particular class or section, then they are en- 
titled toit. If not, then the people ought to 
know it. All our people want is for congress 
to do what is right; then we shall get rid of all 
this strife and turmoil. We want to find the 
actual evil; when we do, the remedy can be 
provided.” 

To the Commitiee on Rules. 

The resolution goes to the committee on 
rules. Should it be reported back and 
passed by the house, Colonel Livingston 
will, perhaps, be made chairman of the com- 
mittee. 

That would be according to precedent. 

Livingston Has Caught On. 

Colonel Livingston had an amusing experi- 
ence with Secretary Rusk the other day. He 
went to Uncie Jerry’s office with a Georgia 
young lady who wanted to getin the seed de- 
partment. 

“T have no vacancy,”’ said Uncle Jerry. 

‘I know that. I didn’t ask if you hada 
vacancy, but this young lady must havea 
place.” 

‘It is impossible,”’ responded the secretary. 

“Oh! no, nothing is impossible. Let me see 
a ‘ist of the Georgians in this department. I 
know we haven’t our quota.”’ 

‘*T will send it to you.”’ 

‘“‘Never mind about that, 
until you can make it out.’”’ 

At this Uncle Jerry looked up and smiled. 
He saw he could not get rid of the Gecrgian. 
Calling his clerk he said: 

‘*Put this young lady on the seedroom roll.’’ 

Then t» Livingston: 

‘I don’t suppose you care to wait for the list 
now ?”’ 

The Georgian had won and he retired. 
Colone! Livingston has taught the old mem- 
bers several lessons in how to get offices.

The Sims Girls Are Stil] Living, the Rumors 
Being False. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., January 7.—([Special.]

j ported lynching of Neal Sims, brother of Bob 


Sims, two male followers, and Laura end 
Beatrice, two daughiers of Bob Sims, while the 
party wason the way from Choctaw county, 
inthe southwestern partof this state, to the 
Sims camp in Mississippi, turns out to be with- 
out foundation. 

The Unfortunate Girls. 

The two girls came to this city on the 
7th of last September to appeal to Gov- 
ernor Jones for protection in the posses- 
sion of their home near Womack Hill, 
in Choctaw county, from which they had been 
driven by a mob on the 24th of August. The 
elder—Laura—was apparently about twenty 
years of age, while her sister, Beatrice, was 
two years younger. 

Laura’s face was thin, her features sharp 
and her build slight, while her sister’s face 
was full and round and her form plump. he 
elder sister’s mouth was firm and indicated 
strength of purpose, and her gray eyes were 
restless within their full-fringed lids. The 
lips of¢the younger sister, Beatrice, were 
rounded, full and delicately tinted, and her 
blue eyes were modestly down-cast and almost 
filled with tearsas the elder sister told the 
story of their banishment from their happy 
home. The girls at that time were dressed in 
white, liberally ornamented with bits of rib- 
bons. 

Were Keen and Intelligent. 

They were typical country girls, and though 
their conversation showed that they lacked 
high cultivation, they were keen and intelli- 
gent. Both had studied music, and could 
play simple pieces on the piano, 

They were the compositors on a four-column 
folio monthly, The Veil Is Rent, which their 
father published. Neither of them had ever 
I¢arned to be printers, but had picked the art 
up after their father bought an office anda 
small press, that he might have an organ to 
express his views. Besides setting up the 
paper, the girls conducted a school, teaching 
their younger brothers and sisters, five in 
number, and the children of their neighbors. 

The name of the family was McMillan, but 
when the father adopted his queer religious 
faith he changed his name to Sims, and the 
entire family changed with him, including his 
brother Neal.

SOCIAL CLUBS SUSTAINED, 


The Supreme Oourt of South Carolina De- 
cides in Their Favor. 

CoutumBiA, 8. C., January 7.—[Special.]— 
A decision of more than local interest was 
rendered by the state supreme court today, in- 
volving the question of the liability of social 
clubs to pay license to the city for dispensing 
liquor to their own members. 

The city council of Columbia several months 
ago decided that the Columbia Club, a social! 
organization composed of leading business 
and professional men, must pay the municipa! 
license or else be liable to the usual fine for 
failing to do so. 

The Clab Appeals. 

Theclub appealed tothe supreme court, 
which rendered its decision today against the 
city. Some of the principal points of the de- 
cision are as follows: 

“The question whether social clubs which 
raise the money by cuntributions and then dis- 
tributes refreshments among its own members, 
are liable to a license tax ‘or retailing spirit- 
uous liquors, has been considered by many of 
the courts of the country, both in England and 
America. The cases seem not to be in accord. 
We bave examined manv of tLem, in the hope 
of being abie to reconcile them, but have found 
it impossible to do so. 

“We think, however, that much of the 
seeming conflict arises from two causes: 
when the alleged club, as a matter of fact, is 
not bona tide what it purports to be, but is a 
mere device to evade the law against retailing 
withéut license. In ali such cases, of course, 
they are liable; and, second, from the differ- 
ence in the terms of the various acis upon the 
subject, each court construing for itself the 
laws and regulations of its own state.” 


A Favorable Decision. 


‘In the case before us the difficulty first 
above indicated is notin our way, for it has 
been conceded and formally found that the 
Columbia Club is a bona fide social organiza- 
tion, tor the uses and purposes declared in its 
charter. : 

“The question whether the distributing of 
liquors among their own members constitute 
a sale within the meaning of the statute is 
nexttaken up. The court holds that the 


club owned the liquors, and each member had. 


@ right to use his part if he pleased, and 
when he called for his share or any part of it, 
subject to account, it cannot be called an un- 
lawful sale.’’

Chilean Policemen Club the Sailors 
After They Had Been Stabbed. 


VALLEJO, Cal., January 7.—The investiga- 
tion into the assault on the Baltimore’s sailors 
in Valparaiso began this morning at Mare 
Island in the presence of Judge Advocate 
General Remy, United States District Attor- 
ney Gartir and United States Commissioner J. 
S. Hanley. General Remy conducted the in- 
vestigation. 

John W. Talbot, apprentice on the Balti- 
more, was the first witness. He was one of 
the liberty party on September 16th. he 
stated that C. W. Riggin, bvatswain’s mate, 
one of the killed, was with him during the af- 
ternoon. About 3 o0’clock they went together 
in a saloon called the ‘“‘Sbakspeare,” in the 
southern part of the town. The proprietor or- 
ddere them out, declaring that a mob of dis- 
banded sailors and soldiers was preparing 
to attack the Baltimore’s men, and he did not 
want any trouble in his place. Riggin and 
Talbot laughed at the warning, but left the 

lace and went to the “True Blue” saloon. 

albot continued: 

“About 40’clock, coming out, I saw Riggin 
being threatened by Chilean sailors iu man- 
of-war uniforms. ran across and tried to 
separate them. One of the Chileans spat in 


‘my face, and I knocked him down.” 


A Mob Appears. 

‘Instantly a crowd of over ahundred people 
appeared on the street, and we started on a 
run, but soon jumped ona passing car. The 
mob followed and stoned the car and we were 
instantly surrounded by the mob. I saw Rig- 
gin fall and tried to reach for him, but was 
stabbed in the back, and turned torun. After 
going afew blocks, I turnedinto a doorway 
and was again stabbed in the back. I got in, 
however, and got intoa corner and defended 
myself with a chair. The mob followed me 
and a Chilean sailor, in a man-of-war uniform, 
stabbed me again. The bartender finally put 
them out and barricaded the door. The mob 
clamored outside for admittance, and after an 
hour a policeman arrested me and took me to 
jail. e disguised me by substituting a hat 
for my sailor’s cap with the word ‘Baltimore’ 
on it, so that they would not notice that I was 
an American sailor. The officer turned me 
over totwoother policemen, who struck me 
several times, although I was making no re- 
sistance.. I had no arms of any kind, and was 
perfectly sober. After a short time in jail I 
was sent to a hospital with Hamilton, Painter 
and Davidson, all badly hurt. We were kept 
there four days and were then sent to the ship,

Shot by Soldiers. 

The next witness was James M. Johnson, 
armorer of the Baltimore. 

‘*While sitting in a restaurant,” he said, ‘I 
wastold they were killing our men outside, 
and warned not to go out.

face down in the middle of the street, with | 


two or three policemen and a mob of citizens 
around him. They were stabbing him in the 
back as he lay there. The police made no ef- 
forts to stop them. [left the hotel and went 
to the place. The man was Riggin. I turned 
him over and found his pulse still faintly beat- 
ing. I gave him a glass of liquor. A moment 
after he recovered, and said: ‘For God’s 
sake, Johnson, take me out of this place be- 
fore they kill me.’ I lifted him and drew him 
to one side, when I saw a squad of soldiers ap- 
toaching, followed by a howling mob. 
hen within six feet the _ soldiers 
fired two shots. One grazed my left 
cheek, another struck Ruggin in 
the neck, and he fell from my shoulder as if 
his neck was broken. I had backed against a 
wall, but, seeing Riggin was dead, I skipped 
off to the side past the soldiers and got back 
into the boarding house. I saw smoke come 
out of the soldiers’ rifles, and I am sure that it 
was a soldier that shot. I heard no othershots 
fired.”’

Could Stay. 

MoBILE, Ala., January 7.—[Special.]—The 
first arrest under the Chinese exclusion act in 
Alabama occurred in Mobile today. Long 
Hop, a Chinese Jaundryman, was taken before 
a federal commissioner, The arrest was made 
by the federal marshal of this district, on in- 
formation filed by Colonel F. N. Wycker, a 
special agent of the treasury department at 
New Orleans. Colonel Wycker, who has 
been pursuing the violation of the Chinese 


alien law quite vigorously in _ that 
city, discovered that last summer, 
when 2a number of Chinese went 
through New Orleans in bond from 8 Fran- 
cisco, one Sam Joy had sold his naturalization 
papers to one Long Hop, of the party, and 
that Long Hop, alter landing in Cuba, had 


taken a steamer to New York, and there en- 
tered with the papers. Leaving New York 
Hop came to Mobile, and entered into partner- 
ship with Sam Sing, a cousin of Sain Joy. 

During his six months stay here he has so in- 
creased his fortune that the firm hasnow three 
laundries in the city. 

Today Long Hop, when the charge was read 
to him by thefcommissioner, pretended not to 
understand. When it was expained to him 
he said he had obta'ned naturalization papers 
in New Orleans from the United States court, 
but they were lost. As evidence to contradict 
this must be procured from New Orleans, the 
case was postponed till next Wednesday. 
Colonel Wycker is sure that Long Hop must 


go.

ds. 

‘For instance,” explained one of the promi- 
nent delegates to members of the convention, 
“the freight on a ton of fhosphate from 
Charleston to Atlanta is $2.80. From Jack- 
sonville to Atlanta itis only $2.10. Now the 
Charleston men want an equalization.”’ 

This one clause explains the object of the 
convention. 

Major C. D. Owens, traffic manager of the 
Savannah, Florida and Western,took aleading 
part in the debate on the question, and was in 
favor of having the Florida roads increase 
their charges to match?" those of the 
Charleston roads.. He wrote out 
a resolution to this effect, and it passed after a 
warm debate. The new rate of equality will 
not go into effect for thirty or sixty days yet. 

Today the convention will be called to order 
again to discuss other rates. Several promi- 
nent members of the association were absent 
yesterday, and cunsequently the lumber ques- 
tion was postponed until the meeting in New 
York, on the 14th instant.

Right nearit is a large hickory tree 
that has grown from a tiny sprout to its pres- 
ent size since the well was dug 

Just across the road from the well is the 
spot where once stood the first church in 
Stewart county. It was built of stout logs, 
and was first served by Rev. James Lunsford, 
a Baptist preacher of great zeal and piety. In 
that day it was a great privilege to attend 
church, and neighbors from many miles around 
would ride on horseback or walk with guns on 
their shoulders to;:the rude loghouse. They 
would stack their guns just outside the church 
door, and sit patiently upon rough seats for 
two or three hours while the preacher ex- 
pounded scripture. This church was after- 
wards moved to Antioch, now Louvale. While 
it was the first church in the county, the Key. 
Lunsford was not the first man who publicly 

roclaimed the way to salvation. Rey. Mr. 
forris, a Methodist minister, had preached 
in that section before a church had been 
erected. 

About one mile nearer Lumpkin is the site 
of old Slab Off, a schoolhouse that was noted 
in its day for the large number of pupils that 
attended it, and for the excellent teachers 
that wielded the hickory under its roof. Near 
Slab Off there resided several families that 
contained from ten to sixteen children, and as 
one man could furnish six or eight pupils it 
was an easy matter to keep up a good school. 

In a cultivated field of Mr. Ray, in sight of 
the road, is an old mulberry tree that has 
been preserved on account of the memories 
that cluster around it. When tke Indians 
destroyed Roanoke there was living near the 
Hannahatchee creek two sturdy pioneers, 
Johnnie Dowd and Neil McKeithon. Fearing 
for the safety of their loved ones, they carried 
their families to Crawford county, and 
returned to defend their possessions. 
Thinking it unsafe to remainin their hoases, 
they spent several nighis under the 
spreadin branches and dense foliage 
of the old mulberry tree, which still stands 
as a witness of the time when 
enraged Indians destroved Roanoke, a flour- 
ishing town on the Chattahoochee, and took 
the lives of a number of whites. 

Cn the plantation of Mr. N. A. Ray we saw 
some peculiar formations of dirt and shells, 
which a small stream of water flows thrcugh. 
The banks of this stream are made of a hard, 
bluish substance, something like marl, and 
evidently containing phosphate. This con- 
tains shells of various forms and sizes. This 
streak of phosphate rock follows the stream 
for some distance. If nearer a railroad it 
might be valuable, as it could be dug, shipped 
and sold as a fertilizer.

Treasurer Bob Hardeman signed his name 
to some pretty big checks yesterday, aggre- 
gating the snug little sum of $25,000. 

The money went on demand of several war- 
rants issued in favor of the State university, 
the branch colleges apd the deaf and dumb 
asylum. 

The university’s money was paid as follows: 
Annual donation by state, $8,000; semi-annual 
interest on landscript fund, $3,157.07 ; amount 
paid on certificates of indebtedness of thestate 
to the university, $9,555. 

To the branch colleges of the university 
went $2,750 as payment of last quarter for ‘91. 

The first quarter for 92 was paid to the deaf 
and dumb institute, amounting to $4,250. 

The Taxes Are Off. 

Mr. Charles Furlow, the man who can put his 
finger at any minute upon figures showing the 
financial condition of Georgia, says the taxes 
“are ’way off this year.”’

“Hard times on the farms, brought on by 
the low price of cotton, obviously. Several 
counties have not even been able to pay their 
school drafts.

Governor Northen granted another pardon 
yesterday. He puts at liberty Gabe Fisher, 
convicted in Carroll county superior court for 
“marrying another man’s wife.’’ It appears 
that Fisher married a woman who claimed she 
was a divorced widow. She had never been 
divorced, and Fisher was sentenced to the 
chaingang for his faithin her word. The jury 
stood six for him and six against him, and by 
a strange agreement decided to take another 
ballot, andif a majority went one way or the 
other the whole jury would so agree, and thus 
the verdict of conviction. This being laid be- 
fore Governor Northen, he pardoned Fisher.

There will be four murderers’ necks vroken 
in Georgia today. 

William McCoy, of Liberty county, wanted 
pardon but was refused, and his hours are few. 

Sol Rowell and Richardson, the Calhoun 
murderers, will pass into the dark valleys of 
eternity simultaneously today. 

Allen Bray, the negro who so heartlessly 
murdered an old lady in Troup county, about 
two months ago, also hangs today. 

On the stand Bray told a wonderful story of 
how he was hypnotized into doing the crime 
by two women.

Major Kiser Starts a Subscription for 
Cyclone Sufferers, 


COLLECTION ON THE TRAINS. 


Another Death Added to the List Yes- | 
terday, Making the Third—Two 
Funerals at Fayetteville. 


A fund for the Fayetteville sufferers was 

yesterday. 

Early in the morning collections for those 

ho had been injured in the cyclone were 
begun -to be taken on all Atlanta and 
Florida trains. 

They pass through the unfortunate town, , 
end no one who saw the devastation and 
mass of ruins, where once were happy 
homes, refused to contribute. 

Quite a neat little sum was realized, but 
{it {remained for Atlanta to start a list for 
the wounded. 

It was opened yesterday, and Major M. C. 
Kiser headed it with a subscription of $50. 
It was volunteered, being entirely unso- 
licited, and the major’s generosity will un- 
doudtedly be followed by many others 
today. 

There were sixteen houses destroyed. 
The owners and occupants had no financial 
protection whatever against the wrecking 
storm, and their loss is complete. With 
scarcely an exception, their residences are 
in such ruins as to be unfit for, anything 
beyond firewood. 

And in some cases even those 
remnants can’t be found. 

Then, too, many are wounded with cuts, 
gashes, bruises, sprains or broken limbs and 
cannot work, and they need relief. Some 
were negroes, all respectable ones, and they 
have not even their household belongings 
left. 

One dress was yesterday found hanging 
on a tree a mile away. Over in the woods 
were collected some battered and broken 
kitchen utensils, where they had been car- 
ried. Pieces of trunks where scattered 
every where. 

Near the railro&d track were found a 


meager 


child’s toys, and just beyond them a little 
shoe. Some of the tree tops looked 
strangely decorated with a variety of 
things. 

One of the prettiest homes in the town 
was that of the Grahams. Today the front 
yard presents, instead of an ornamental 
grass plot, uprooted ground, heaped with 
fence siats, bricks, household effects and 
the remnants of the shrubbery. The house 
is without a roof, the walls are gone, and 
but the floorand a portion of the steps are 
left, covered with a dense mass of ruins, 

It was out of this, too, that eleven es- 
caped Tuesday night with their lives. 

The wreck was simply complete. 

Another Death. 

The third death from the cyclone oc- 
curred early yesterday morning. It was 
that of the Jones girl, a little negro, who 
was hurt so badly on Tuesday night. 

The rest of the injured are getting along 
as woll as could be expected, and yester- 
day it was thought that those who were 
regarded fatally hurt would recover, 

About noon the funerals of Mr. Will 
Travis and little Sallie Kate Graham oc- 
curred. They were laid to rest in the 
Fayetteville cemetery grounds, and almost 
the entire village turned out. 

Mr. Travis was well known throughout 
the county, and many came to pay their 


last respects to’ him. 

Sallie Kate Graham had been a very popu- 
lar little attendant at the seminary, and her 
schoolmates were present in a body. 

It was one of the saddest occasious Fayette- 
Ville ever knew.

THE WEATHER FLAGS, 
New Signals to Be Displayed on the Cus- 
tom House. 

UNITED STATES WEATHER BUREAU, ATLANTA, 
Ga., January 7, 1892.—At the beginning of the new 
year this office was furnished with a set of weather 
and temperature flags, which are now being dis- 
played on the roof of the custom house. Until 
the present time this bureau has dependea en- 
tirely on its weather maps for the local distribu- 
tion of the forecasts. Now, however,the citizens of 
Atlanta can, with a knowledge of the system of 
signals, tell ata glance from most parts of the 
city just what kind of weather may be expected 
on the following day. 

For the inforinaation of all who are unfamiliar 
with the code used the following explanation is 
given: 

The square white flag indicates fair weather; 
the square blue, rain or snow, and white and blue 
(paraliel bars of white and blue), local rains. The 


| black triangular ‘flag is used as a temperature 


signai, and when placed above any other it indi- 
cates warmer weather; when placed below, it in- 
dicates colder, and when not displayed at all the 
indications are that the temperature will remain 
stationary, or nearly so, The square white flag 
with a black center always indicates a cuo!d wave.

That Is What Tax Collector Mad- 
dox Says 


IS THE COLORED CRY FOR SCHOOLS. 


They Get a Great Deal More Than They 
Pay—The Aldermanic Board Met Yes- 
terday in Regular Session,

City Tax Collector Maddox has made an 
interesting addition to his annual report. 

It’s about the taxes of the local colored 
taxpayers, and affects their clamor for more 
schools. 

Their property was assessed for the past 
year at $1,126,130 throughout the entire 
city. ; 


On this the owners pay $16,890 into the. 


city treasury for all purposes. And’ it must 
all be collected, too. 

‘“‘Now,”’ said Mr. Maddox, yesterday, “the 
expenses during 1891 for running the public 
schools is $14 per pupii. In the city there 
are 2,121 colored attending the schools, 
The cost of educating them, therefore, 
amounts to $29,694. That leaves the 
white citizens to pay $12,804 for educating the 
colored children of the city, and they prac- 
tically pay the pro rata share of the negroes in 
Atlanta for all other governmental purposes. 

‘‘Yet,’’ continued Mr. Maddox, “‘they want 
in addition a high school for youths, and addi- 
tional schools to accommodate 900 pupils. That 
would cost more than $30,000, and to this 
would be added an additional burden on the 
city of $12,600 for their support. 

“These figures,” said the tax collector, 
“sneak forjthemselves. The demands of the 
colored people of the city seem to be unreas- 


onable.”’ 
The Aldermanic Board. 

The board of aldermen held its regular 
meeting yesterday afternoon.

A receiver has been asked fora well-known 
Georgia firm doing mining business in Polk 
county, and a bill of injunction filed 
against it. 

Judge Newman yesterday morning granted 
a temporary restraining order. 

The case is an interesting one. 

In 1888, the Woodstock Iron Company, of 
Anniston, contracted withathe Poik County 
Mining Company, of Geor “a, for the erection 
of a washer and other nec $sary machinery for 
the washing and prepafation of iron ore 
mined on Ledbetter bank in Polk county. 

This was done with the agree- 
ment that the Georgia concern’ shou!d 
pay 7} cents a ton for its use, and permit the 
title to the machinery to remainin the Wood- 
stock company until the amount was paid in 
full. The cost of the machinery was $5,000. | 

In September iast the Polk county company 
made an assignment for the benefit of its 
creditors. The First National bank of Cedar- 
town was the preferred creditor. The firm 
was also indebted to the Woodstock company 
to the extent of $3,500 for the rental of the 
machinery. 

The latter gave notice to the First National 
bank and other interested parties of the titles 
to the machinery and demanded immediate pos- 
session. The assignee conveyed the machinery 
at a private sale to the First National 
bank, in consideration of a settlement past 
due in an indebtedness of $8,000. 

The machinery and other property was then 
worth $15,000. The First National bank im- 
mediately conveyed it to two citizens of Polk 
county, Hickman and Van Devender, now 
using the same ore. ‘ : 

The Woodstock company having failed to 
obtain the machinery or the debt, filed a bill 
in the circuit court day before yesterday for 
the recovery of both, and enjoining al! parties 
concerned from transferring or incuinbering 
any of the property referred to. 

Captain Harry Jackson and Turner & Gross, 
of Cedartown, represent the plaintiff.

The Brosius Sewing Machine Company's 
Property on the Market. 


THE STOCKHOLDERS DECREED IT. 


The Company Is Entirely Solvent, But 
the Stockholders Didn’t Want 
an Assessment, 


On January 20th the Brosius motor sewing 
machine plant will be sold. 

It represents an outlay of $200,000, and an 
indebtedness of $50,000 causes the sale. 

The company has not failed, but the stock- 
holders did not want to stand an assessment to 
continue the operation of the factory, and last 
week its sale was ordered at a meeting of 
gtock holders. 

The action of the meeting was kept very 
quiet and the work went on as usual. 

Yesterday the sale was advertised, and the 
action of the stockholders became generally 
known. 

The factory will be operated under its pres- 
ent management until the day of sale, and 
aiter that time will be carried on by the pur- 
chasers of it. 

The Brosius Motor Sewing Machine Com- 
pany is ove of Atlanta’s new industries, and 
bas not been in operation long enough to tell 
whether it would pay a good dividend. The 
officers of the company are: President, 
George W. Adair; secretary and treasurer, J. 
B. Zachry. 

The factory was first placed in operation 
about three months ago. The opening day 
was a most auspicious occasion, and all man- 
ner of good things were predicted for the com- 
pany by its enthusiastic friends. 

Ag far as is known the factory has done well, 
but the ready money was not in the treasury to 
continue operations. At the New Year’s meet- 
ing the question of an assessment on the stock- 
holders was considered, but it didn’t go. In- 
stead of an assessment being made, an order 
for the sale of the entire property was passed. 

A gentleman connected with the company 
said yesterday that there had always been a 
Jack of harmony among those interested in the 
company. | 

The company is by no means insolvent. 
Forty thousand dollars of its indebtedness is 
in bonds held Atlanta people. The re- 
maining $10,Q@is made up by miscellaneous 
debts. 

Aninventory of the property of the com- 
pany shows that its value is near $200,000. 

The company has on hand $32,900 worth of 
material, the buildings and fixtures are worth 
$30,000, the lands on which the buildings 
stand is worth $12,000, and the machinery is 
worth $80,000. 

After the sale of the property every cent of 
the company’s indebtedness will be paid. 

The Brosius Motor Sewing Machine Com- 
pany is an Atlanta institation, in which At- 
Jantians have felt 4 great pride. 

Mr. J. M. Brosiuk, the inventer of the motor 
machine called after his name, is an Atlanta 
man, and the money invested in the company 
is that of Atlanta’s capitalists. No manufac- 
turing enterprise ever started off with , more 
flattering prospects. The stock sold rapidly, 
and was regarded as a splendid investment. 

The large factory building was built on the 
line of the East Tennessee road near the East 
Tennessee shops, and when work was started 
sixty people were given employment. 

Mr. G. A. Howell, whoisa director of the 
company, and who is its general counsel, said 
yesterday: 

“The affairs of the company have been under 
consideration for some time by the stock- 
holders. They found it necessary to raise ad- 
ditional money to carry on the business, but 
failed, and nothing was left but to sell out, 
pay tue debts and distribute any surplus pro 
rata. The company could have, in a few 
months, been put on a_ self-sustaining 
basis, if the stockholders had 
Taised the money needed. Machines 
were mace at the rate of fifteen per day, and 
With increased sales, the enterprise wouid be a 
great success. The company has a fine piant, 
and some enterprising capitalist should look 
into it aud make it a success.”’

Mrs. Mary Stanley, a widow residing on the 
bt off Ezzard street, died soime time during 
Wednesday night under very peculiar circum- 
Btances.

ANOTHER MORTGAGE FORECLOSED. 


Berry, the McDonough Rapist, in the 
Fulton County Jail—Two Young 
White Men Arrested, 


The book store of Mr. W. C. Archer, at 71 
Whitehall street, was closed on a mortgage 
yesterday, the mortgage amounting to $1,500, 
held by Mr. John A. Jones. 

For the past three years Mr. Archer has 
been at the head of the branch house of John 
B. Alden & Co., the New York book firm. 

Last July the firm failed, and was indebted 
to Mr. Archer tothe amount of $3,100. He 
received the stock of goods then in his charge 
in payment for this debt. The stock was 
valued ati$1,300. The Alden firm had con- 
tracted numerous debts in Atlanta, and when 
the New York house failed the bills were pre- 
sented to Mr. Archer for payment. 

Mr. John A. Jones had a claim against 
the firm for $1,500, which Mr. Archer was 
unable to pay. About a month ago he mort- 
gaged the stock of goods to cover Mr. Jones’s 
claim. 

Yesterday the mortgage was foreclosed by 
the sheriff. 

A Good Verdict. 

The case of Pollie Fuller vs. the Atlanta 
and Florida railroad has been on trial for sev- 
eral days in Judge Westmoreland’s court, 
She sues for $10,000 damage for the loss of 
both legs of a child, who was run over 
by an Atlanta and Florida train. She 
was given a verdict for $1,500 and $392 in- 
terest. 

In the case of Graham vs. Atlanta Machine 
Works, for damages, a mistrial was declared 
after the jury had been outall night. Gra- 
ham had a hand hurt by the falling of some 
machinery belonging to this company, hence 
the suit. 

The case of Willie Williams vs. the Central 
railroad was disposed of yesterday, and a ver- 
dict for the defendant was rendered. 
Willams was put off of a passenger train 
on the Central, between Whitekall street and 
West End and wanted damages. 

Three other cases before Judge Westmore- 
land went over on account of amendments be- 
ing filed. 

In the case of Johnson vs. the Metropolitan 
Street Railway Company, before Judge:Van 
Epps,. a verdict of $300 for the plaintiff was 
found. Johnson was run into by a dummy on 
their line. He was injured and the buggy in 
which he was riding was demolished. 

Judge Marshail Ciarke’s court was not in 
session, but will be resumed today. 

Rerry Is Here. 


John Berry, the negro whose neck was to 
have been stretched in McDonough today but 
was saved by the governor, is in the Fulton 
county jail. He has been there for three days, 
but his presence has been kept remarkably 
quiet. The governor commuted his sentence 
from death to lifeimprisonment on Tuesday, 
and as soon as this action was made known 
Sheriff Glass, fearing that the negro would 
be lynched, brought him to Atlanta. 
He had to exercise great caution 
in getting himont of McDonough, and the 
matter has been kept secret, until yesterday 
morning it leaked out. 

Berry isa bad-looking negro, and it is be- 
lieved that heis guilty. He escaped from the 
Henry county jaila few weeks ago, but was 
recaptured by Sheriff Glass. He closely’sur- 
veyed his cell yesterday as if meditating an es- 
cape. He dealt Jailer Maddox a heavy blow 
in the face yesterday, as he stepped inside the 
cell. He will be carried to the penitentiary in 
a day or so. 

Will Parker and J. F. Morris, two young 
white men, were piaced in jail yesterday. They 
were found wandering through the halls of a 
boarding house in the city night before last, 
and arrested.

The regular annual meeting of the trustees 
of the Technological school was held in At- 


lanta yesterday. 
It was a very important meeting, and all 


, Georgia is deeply interested in its transactions. 


These meetings of the trustees are now held 
at the beginning of each year. They were 
held monthly until some time ago, when the 
board elected Messrs. S. M. Inman, D. N. 
Speer, and W. B. Miles as a loca! executive 
committee, with all the powers possessed by 
the local prudential committee of the State 
university. 

The board of trustees consists of Messrs. N. 
E. Harris, of Macon, chairman; E. R, Hodg- 
son, of Athens; Colambus Heard, of Greenes- 
boro; West Porter, of Covington ; D. N. Speer, 
W. B. Miles and S. M. Inman, of Atlanta. 

Yesterday morning the triistees visited the 
building of the Technological school, going 
through every department, and examining the 
work of the students on every floor and in 
every grade. They expressed them- 
selves as being very much pleased 
with the progress that the different classes have 
made thus far in the term, and say the school 
will certainly make itself felt in the genera! 
industria] growth and development of Georgia 
when these young men graduate and go out to 
take prominent places in the different pro- 
fessions of scientific labor. 

After returning to the city, the trustees held 
a meeting in Mr. S. M. Inman’s office, and a 
very interesting meeting it proved to be. 

Hon. N. E. Harris, of Macon, presided. The 
first business transacted was the reading of 
the report of the local executive committee. 
This report showed that the Technological 
schoo! has been moving on tothe fulfillment of 
its grand purpose more satisfactorily than ever 
before since its establishment. It was shown 


that there are more students in  at- 
tendance now than have’ ever’. been 
at the school, and the number of 


pupils is constantly increasing. The report 
was of a most satisfactory nature and was 
heartily contirmed by a!! of the trustees. 

Then camé a very enthusiastic debate over 
several propositions to improve the curriculum 
of the school by enlarging several of the de- 
partments. The proposition to putin a com- 
plete electrical department was the question 
upon which mast interest centered. The trus- 
tees recognized that electricity is the greatest 
field of utilized science of the 
present day. and an effort was made to estab- 
lish a shop for this line of work. It was 
found, however, that there were not sufficient 
funds to do this. 

‘‘Will you ask the state to appropriate the 
funds necessary when the next legislature 
meets ?’’ was asked of Mr. 8. M. Inman after 
the meeting. 

‘Maybe so. We know the state is hard 

ressed for money now, but we have several 
ideas of enlargement for the Technological 
school which will enable the Technological 
school to pay back to the state in ten-fold pro- 
portions all that we may ask. The school was 
never in @ more prosperous condition than 
now.”
